WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford, presented with a series of op­ 
tions by his economic and energy 
adv isers, will decide later in the week 
whether to impose a new $l-per-barrel 
oil tariff hike, a spokesman say s. 


Ford presu m ably will reach a 
decision by Wednesday since, in the 
absence of action to the contrary , the 
dollar-a-barrel increase au tomatically 
wou ld take effect Thu rsday . 
Ford conferred Monday ev ening 
with Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb, Vice President Nelson 
A. Rockefeller and other officials who 
make u p his top adv isory grou p on 
energy and economic policy . 
White Hou se Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen made the annou ncement that 
options had been presented to Ford 
and that the President wou ld make a 
decision later in the week. 
In Congress, the Hou se Way s and 
Means Committee continu ed to work 
on a bill to try to redu ce energy u se by 
raising gasoline tax es. Ford has not 
recommended an increase 
in the 
gasoline tax . 
The committee v oted Monday 21 to 
13 to accept at least tentativ ely a 
compromise backed by its Democratic 


leadership which wou ld increase the 4- 
cent-per-gallon federal gasoline tax by 
3 cents in 1976. An additional boost of 
u p to 20 cents a gallon in 1977 wou ld be 
added if conserv ation efforts fail to- 
cu rb consu mption in 1976.. 
Mu ch of die money to be raised 
throu gh this additional 20-cent-a- 
gallon lev y wou ld be refu nded throu gh 
a sy stem designed to cov er motorists’ 
essential ev ery day driv ing needs. The 
resu lt wou ld be to make pleasu re 
driv ing more costly and thereby less 
attractiv e. 
The compromise wou ld make the 2 0- 
cents-a-gallon hike effectiv e if U.S. 
gasoline consu mption in 1976 ex ceeds 
the 1973 record of 6.67 million barrels 
of gasoline a day . 
The compromise calls for a tax hike 
starting with 5 cents a gallon for u p to a 
1 per cent boost in consu mption, 10 
cents for u p to a 2 per cent boost, 15 
cents for u p to a 3 per cent boost, and 20 
cents bey ond. 
Since consu mption in the first three 
months of 1975 is 1.4 per cent below 
that for the first three months of 1973, 
committee tax staff ex perts said 
ev idence indicates this wou ld resu lt in 
“a modest or no increase in 1977, as a 
resu lt of 1976 consu mption.”

Ford presum ably will reach a 
decision by Wednesday since, in the 
absence of action to the contrary, the 
dollar-a-barrel increase automatically 
would take effect Thursday. 
Ford conferred Monday evening 
with Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb, Vice President Nelson 
A. Rockefeller and other officials who 
make up his top advisory group on 
energy and economic policy. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen made the announcement that 
options had been presented to Ford 
and that the President would make a 
decision later in the week. 
In Congress, the House Ways and 
Means Committee continued to work 
on a bill to try to reduce energy use by 
raising gasoline taxes. Ford has not 
recommended an increase in the 
gasoline tax. 
The committee voted Monday 21 to 
13 to accept at least tentatively a 
compromise backed by its Democratic 


leadership which would increase the 4- 
cent-per-gallon federal gasoline tax by 
3 cents in 1976. An additional boost of 
up to 20 cents a gallon in 1977 would be 
added if conservation efforts fail to 
curb consumption in 1976.. 
Much of the money to be raised 
through this additional 20-cent-a- 
gallon levy would be refunded through 
a system designed to cover motorists’ 
essential everyday driving needs. The 
result would be to make pleasure 
driving more costly and thereby less 
attractive. 
The compromise would make the 20- 
cents-a-gallon hike effective if U.S. 
gasoline consumption in 1976 exceeds 
the 1973 record of 6.67 million barrels 
of gasoline a day. 
The compromise calls for a tax hike 
starting with 5 cents a gallon for up to a 
I per cent boost in consumption, IO 
cents for up to a 2 per cent boost, 15 
cents for up to a 3 per cent boost, and 20 
cents beyond. 
Since consumption in the first three 
months of 1975 is 1.4 per cent below 
that for the first three months of 1973, 
committee tax staff experts said 
evidence indicates this would result in 
“a modest or no increase in 1977, as a 
result of 1976 consumption.” 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. helicopters 
landed on Saigon rooftops and at Tan 
Son Nhut air base today and began 
evacuating all but a few of the re­ 
maining 800 to 900 Americans who 
fought 
off 
South 
Vietnamese 
desperately trying to flee before 
Communist-led forces take over. 
U.S. Marines and armed civilians 
used pistol and rifle butts to smash the 
fingers of Vietnamese trying to claw 
their way over the 10-foot wall at the 
American Embassy as helicopters 
lifted off the roof. At the airport, angry 
Vietnamese guards fired at busloads of 
evacuees and shouted, ‘‘We want to go, 
too.” 
Some tried to jump over the wall at 
the embassy and landed on the barbed 
wire. A man and woman lay on the 
wire, bleeding. People held up their 
children, asking Americans to take 
them over the fence. 
At the same time, South Vietnamese 
air force men began a mass flight from 
their homeland. The Thai Foreign 
Ministry said 75 planes carried about 
2,000 Vietnamese to Utapao air base in 
southern Thailand.

Now 
we realize that having talked of love to 
our Vietnamese people, and told them 
not to yield to fear or ignorance, we 
cannot leave them in this hour of need. 
So we are staying.”

TAN SON NHUT AIR BASE, Saigon 
(AP) — Dark rain clouds began 
billowing up in the southwest as 
hundreds of Americans were brought 
in bus caravans to Tan Son Nhut Air­ 
base for evacuation from Vietnam. 
Vietnamese guards fired at the first 
bus at the gates and one report said 
some Vietnamese passengers were 
wounded. 
Hundreds of South Vietnamese 
soldiers carrying weapons converged 
on the base. 
‘‘We want to go, too!” shouted a 
jeepload of armed South Vietnamese 
rangers as one bus pulled into the 
airport. 
Armed U.S. Marines pushed and hit 
Vietnamese trying to get inside the 
U.S. defense attache’s compound 
where those being evacuated waited 
for the helicopters coming from U.S. 
Navy carriers offshore. 
Wrecked and burned motorcycles 
littered the entrance to the compound. 
American cars were crashed into 
ditches, some with windows shot out. 
One was left with its motor running, 
lights on and doors open. Others with 
U.S. Embassy markings were parked 
helter-skelter on the base. 
South Vietnamese guards fired into 


the air to halt civilian cars trying to 
drive into the compound. 
Americans arriving with Viet­ 
namese friends hustled them past 
nervous South Vietnamese checkpoint 
officials. 
Vietnamese military officers with 
their families tried to squeeze past the 
American Marine and civilian guards 
but were stopped at gunpoint. 
Two Viet Cong rockets whistled 
overhead and exploded behind the 
compound, sending Marines and 
evacuees diving for the pavement. 
As word of the evacuation spread, 
some government officials telephoned 
The Associated Press office to ask if 
they could be evacuated. 
Four buses drove around Saigon 


picking up American, European and 
Vietnamese evacuees. 
When they stopped, Vietnamese 
families carrying small traveling bags 
would run up and try to push onto the 
buses. A few got on but many were left 
behind. 
Two Vietnamese arm y colonels 
changed from their uniforms into 
civilian dress beside a bus carrying 
newsmen, then pushed their way 
aboard.

To September 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. of­ 
ficials say the slow pace of nuclear 
arms talks as well as uncertainty 
about a European security conference 
are the main reasons for delaying 
President Ford’s summit meeting with 
Societ leader Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Once tentatively planned for late 
June, the meeting has now slipped to 
September at the earliest, but the 
Soviets remain firmly committed to 
detente, these officials said in inter­ 
views. 
They point particularly to the recent 
reaffirmation of Brezhnev’s foreign 
policy by the Communist party’s 
central committee and they credit the 
Soviets with playing a constructive 
role in the Middle East. 
The delay is attributed primarily to 
preparation of the 10-year pact 
limiting strategic nuclear arms that 
Ford and Brezhnev will sign when the 
Soviet leader comes here. 
Negotiators at Geneva are running 
into technical problems that U.S. of­ 
ficials said were not foreseen when a 
late June summit seemed likely. This 
may delay the 35-nation Helsinki 
conference 
recognizing 
Soviet 
hegemony over eastern Europe in 
return for some gestures toward the 
West. 
“It’s unfortunate when all sort of 
meaning gets read into this,” said one 
top 
official 
about 
speculation 
surrounding the delay in Brezhnev’s 
visit. 
Another said it was being set back 
simply for convenience. This official 
described himself as 
“bullish on 
detente” following the April 16 Soviet 
central committee meeting. 
The committee lauded Brezhenev’s 
successes 
in 
cultivating 
better 
relations with Western nations and 
said the “imperialist Cold War is 
suffering a failure.” 
When Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s step-by-step Middle East 
mediation collapsed last month, senior 
officials were apprehensive that 
Moscow would launch a diplomatic 
offensive to unify the Arabs against 
Israel. 
As it turned out, the Soviets took the 
initiative of attracting high-level 
envoys from Iraq, Syria and Egypt to 
Moscow. U.S. officials are convinced 
that Soviet efforts are pointed toward a 
successful Geneva peace conference 
instead of trying to shove Kissinger 
aside and isolate Israel.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A panel of 
newsmen have outlined to a Senate 
subcommittee the operations of baby 
sellers that include lawyers offering up 
to $10,000 for infants to unwed mothers 
receiving pregnancy counseling. 
The testimony came in the first of 
two days of hearings by the Senate 
children and youth subcommittee 
which 
is 
probing 
independent 
placement of infants by doctors and 
lawyers. 
Maury Z. Levy, editorial director of 
“Philadelphia Magazine” said one of 
his staff members who did volunteer 
work at a local pregnancy testing and 
counseling clinic told him that some 
lawyers were often seen outside the 
clinic’s offices and that they “had ap­ 
proached a number of young women 
who’d gone in for pregnancy coun­ 
seling, trying to persuade them to keep 
their babies until term, then to give 
them up for adoption. 
“Their means of persuasion were 
very blunt and very green,” Levy said. 
“They were offering money, as much 
as $10,000 for a baby. They, in turn, 
would sell the baby to someone else, 
usually turning a profit of between 
$5,000 and $10,000.” 
Levy said his publication’s in­ 
vestigation led to people in Miami who 
were shipping babies out of state if the 
price was right. 
He said certain lawyers in Florida 
were operating “what amounted to 


stud farms, places where young girls 
would be given money to carry un­ 
wanted babies, places where young 
girls were paid to be inseminated. 
“We learned of a network, a baby- 
buying connection that ran through 
Texas and Mexico and sometimes as 
far away as South America,” Levy 
said. 
Robert McAuley of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer said an investigation by 
his newspaper found a loose-knit 
national referral service designed to 
put pregnant women in touch with 
lawyers seeking to arrange adoptions 
for clients who were willing to pay the 
price. 
McAuley quoted a New York lawyer, 
Joseph Spencer, whom McAuley said 
related the following: 
‘“It (an infant) can be as little as 
$2,500, if you want a Korean child, to a 
lot more. Now, for instance, for a 
White Caucasian child at birth, most of 
the 
lawyers 
quote 
substantial 
amounts, but even there it doesn’t run 
much beyond $13,000.’” 
The reporters followed testimony by 
Joseph II. Reid, executive director of 
the Child Welfare league of America, 
who said it is estimated that as many 
as 5,000 babies go through the black 
market. 
He said widespread use of con­ 
traceptives and abortions has caused a 
decrease in infants who are more 
desirable than others for adoption. 
Penn Central Eyes 
Possible Lawsuit 


PHILADELPHIA (A P)- Trustees 
of the bankrupt Penn Central say they 
can’t comment on the federal govern­ 
ment’s plan to restructure failing 
railroads because it fails to detail how 
much of their property would be 
acquired and how present owners 
would be compensated. 
They 
indicated 
Monday 
that 
inadequate reimbursement would 
result in major lawsuits against the 
United States. 
The court-appointed trustees said 
they were disappointed and frustrated 
because of the omissions in the United 
States Railway Association plan. 
Under the 1973 Regional Rail 
Reorganization Act the Penn Central is 
to become part of ConRail, the slim- 
med-down system which Congress 
hopes will revitalize rail service in the 
northeast and midwest. 
USRA issued its preliminary report 
last Feb. 26 and issued corrections 
three weeks ago. 
Penn Central trustees noted the plan 
was “almost totally silent” on three 
fundamental questions to stockholders 
and creditors of America’s biggest 
railroad. They listed these concerns 
as: 
“How the properties to be taken 
from the estate will be valued; how- 
and when-that value will be paid to the 
McCord's 
Sentence 
Reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Watergate 
burglar James W. McCord Jr. will be 
eligible for release from federal prison 
next month as result of an order cut­ 
ting his sentence to four months. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
reduced McCord’s one-to-five-year 
sentence Monday but gave no reason 
for his action. McCord’s attorney, 
William A. Marin, had asked that 
McCord be released immediately 
becasue of the key role he played in 
unraveling the Watergate cover-up. 
McCord, working on the farm at the 
Allenwood, Pa., prison camp when he 
learned of Sirica’s action, said, “I am 
very happy, I am very thankful, very 
grateful.” 
McCord entered Allenwood March 21 
after losing a twoyear fight to stay out 
of prison. He had served about one 
month in jail before he was sentenced. 
The 51-year-old McCord, a CIA agent 
for 19 years, was arrested inside the 
Watergate offices of the Democratic 
National Party headquarters on June 
17, 1972, with four other men. At the 
time he was security chief of then 
President Nixon’s re-election com­ 
mittee. 
McCord was convicted on Jan. 30, 
1973, of burglary, wiretapping and 
conspiracy in connection with the 
break-in. 
It was McCord’s letter to Sirica, read 
in open court on March 23, 1973, that 
disclosed the Watergate roles of 
various Nixon administration and re- 
election committee officials and 
recounting pressures on him to contain 
the cover-up. The letter touched off 
investigations which eventually led to 
the resignation of Nixon and conviction 
of many of his top aides.

Senators 
Open Debate 
On Deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is beginning debate on how large next 
year’s federal deficit should be with 
conservatives saying it should be 
lower than the Budget Committee 
proposed and liberals contending it 
should be higher. 
The debate on a government budget 
control resolution begins today. 
The committee suggested a $365 
spending level for the fiscal year 
beginning July I with a $67.2 billion 
deficit. 
This compares with a $353 spending 
total and $60 billion deficit proposed by 
President Ford. 
The difference results from the view 
of the majority on the committee that 
higher spending is needed than 
President Ford supports in order to 
end the recession. 
The majority also contends that the 
President has understated by several 
billion dollars the deficit that his own 
program will bring. 
The debate marks the first use by the 
Senate of the processes of the 1974 
Budget Control Act, which was 
designed to give Congress much fir­ 
mer control over federal spending. 
The resolution as finally adopted by 
both the Senate and House will in effect 
set up a congressional budget for 1976. 
It will not be required that Congress 
follow the totals in the resolution in 
acting on money bills this year, but it is 
intended that these figures be a guide 
to appropriations decisions. 
The House will begin debate Wed­ 
nesday on the version of the budget 
resolution proposed by its Budget 
Committee. This would fix a $368.2 
billion spending target, with a $73.2 
billion deficit. 


Israel Nixes 
Full Return 
O f Territory 


PARIS (AP) — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Alton again rejected 
Arab demands for the return of all 
territory occupied by Israel during the 
1967 war, but he did not specify just 
what territory his government will not 
give up. 
Speaking at a banquet given for him 
by 
Foreign 
Minister 
Jean 
Sauvagnargues Monday night, Alton 
said: 
“ In the present geo-strategic 
situation in the Middle East and in the 
context of peace, it is possible on the 
basis of honorable concessions to grant 
Israel the defensible borders needed 
for her security while, at the same 
time, giving the neighboring countries 
the possibility of achieving the max­ 
imum of their national interests.” 
Sauvagnargues said the main 
conditions for a Middle East set­ 
tlement — Israeli withdrawal and 
settlement of the future of the 
Palestinian people — “could only be 
fulfilled in the framework of an over­ 
all settlement” that guaranteed secure 
borders for all states in the region, 
including Israel. 
Alton said his government favors a 
negotiated 
settlement 
of 
the 
Palestinian problem but the set­ 
tlement must be negotiated with 
Jordan, not with the Palestine 
liberation Organization. 
He added that Israel is prepared to 
resume the Geneva peace conference 
at any time “in Geneva or elsewhere.” 
Ford Political 
Plans Said 
Sabotaged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Several of 
President Ford’s advisers 
feel 
someone is trying to sabotage his plans 
to run for the presidency in 1976 by 
planting false news stories, a White 
House spokesman says. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen made 
the statement Monday in response to 
an article in this week’s edition of 
Newsweek which says Ford told a 
meeting of political intimates he would 
not seek election because of his wife’s 
health and because he felt he could not 
spend the time and the money needed 
for the race. 
“The President wants it known that 
this story in Newsweek is untrue. The 
President held no such meeting,” 
Nessen said. “The President definitely 
plans to run for election in 1976 and he 
intends to announce his candidacy in 
the near future.” 
In New York, a spokesman for 
Newsweek said the magazine stands 
by its story. 
Asked if the appearance of the 
Newsweek story indicates someone 
may be trying to sabotage Ford’s 
plans, Nessen said, “Some of his ad­ 
visers feel that someone is trying to 
sabotage his campaign.” 
Nessen said the advisers, whom he 
did not name, have not “zeroed in on 
any particular person or persons. But 
they have some suspicions.” 
Asked what evidence the advisers 
might have, he replied, “It’s a 
suspicion. Whoever leaked that in­ 
correct story is not a friend of 
Newsweek or the President.” He said 
Ford was “very puzzled by the moti­ 
vation of whoever did this.” 
Men Resentenced 
To Life Terms 
ANDERSON, Ind. (AP) — Two men 
once ordered to die for the holdup 
slaying of an Anderson pawn shop 
owner were resentenced Monday to 
life in prison. 
The death sentences imposed on 
Charles Brith, Gary, and Ralph 
Williams, Indianapolis, in Madison 
Circuit Court in 1972 were set aside by 
the Indiana Supreme Court after the 
U.S. Supreme Court struck down 
capital 
punishment. 
Brith 
and 
Williams were convicted in the August 
1971 death of Kenneth Goldstein. 
The legislature restored the death 
penalty in Indiana after the high 
court’s ruling, but only a few such 
sentences have been imposed with 
none carried out. 
Judge Carl T. Smith sentenced Brith 
and Williams Monday.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the most 
obvious reasons for inflation is the 
tendency of American industry to 
become less efficient in production. 
Productivity, or output per manhour, 
is lagging. 
The lag isn’t only in relation to 
previous productivity within the 
United States. Productivity lags also in 
comparison to that being achieved in 
other industrialized nations. 
Uncorrected, the situation inevitably 
will make all the more difficult the job 
of 
restraining 
price 
increases, 
correcting the imbalance of in­ 
ternational payments and achieving 
economic stability. 
Academic, industry and government 
authorities all agree on the analysis 
that productivity improvements are 
basic 
to 
improvements 
in 
the 
American way of life. When he was 
chairman of the Price Commission, C. 
Jackson Grayson Jr. said it was the 
only real answer to inflation. 
When he headed the National 
Commission on Productivity and Work 
Quality, John T. Dunlop argued in 
much the 
same 
manner. 
Now 
secretary of labor, Dunlop is again 
pressing the argument. 
Testifying last week before a House 
Banking subcommittee, Dunlop called 
for the establishment of a productivity 
center, and for more investment in 
research and capital improvements. 
But his argument sounded like a 
refrain. For years Americans have 
known about their lagging productivity 
and know they must take action. 
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Somehow, however, little is done. 
Even when action was taken to 
establish the National Commission on 
Productivity and Work Quality, its 
funding became sporadic. 
Meanwhile, 
productivity 
im­ 
provements seem to be developing 
after a precipitous drop during 1974. 
An increase of sixtenths of 1 per cent 
was recorded in the first quarter, after 
a 2.7 er cent decline in 1974. 
But there was a reason for that 
improvement — a reason that nobody 
wants to remain. 
The 
reason: 
recession. Producers were forced to 
trim their staffs, to close their less pro­ 
ductive plants, to forgo plant im­ 
provements. 
When the economy expands again, 
however, these same producers will 
have to add to their staffs, open up 
those less productive plants, and spend 
money for expanding capacity. 
And when that happens, the betting 
is that the recent gains in productivity 
will be lost again. I^ost, that is, unless 
the country learns more about how to 
improve productivity than it knows 
now. 
As is sometimes said, the goal really 
is a simple one — to learn how most 
efficiently to use men, money and 
machines to produce goods and ser­ 
vices.

Steel inventories at the beginning of 
this year were estimated to be about 8 
million tons above the level early in 
1973, the beginning of two years of 
strong demand. Domestic steel mill 
shipments for the first three months of 
1975 totaled 22.6 million tons, about 1.4 
million tons below estimates made 
early this year. 
The brightest part of the steel-mill 
market is heavy products such as 
plates, railroad rails and wheels and 
axles for freight cars, the editors said. 
Demand for sheet products and steel 
bars used by the automobile and ap­ 
pliance industries remained sluggish. 
Industry Week said one steel 
executive returned from a trip to 
Japan to report that business con­ 
tinued to lag in the islands and that 
steel executives there were forced to 
agree to a new labor contract con­ 
taining a pay increase of nearly 15 per 
cent.

MERCED, Calif. (AP) — Chester C. 
Conley, a Merced County farm ad­ 
viser, says all irrigation water con­ 
tains salt in this area. Water of good 
quality for irrigation can add nearly 
one ton of salt per acre foot used, he 
said, and on this basis up to four tons of 
salt per acre per year can be added to 
the soil. 
“This points out the importance of

drainage

agriculture,” Conley added. “ If salt is 
allowed to accumulate in the root zone, 
it is a simple matter of time until 
yields will be reduced. An occasional 
flushing of this soil to depths beyond

Industry Week said one steel 
executive returned from a trip to 
Japan to report that business con­ 
tinued to lag in the islands and that 
steel executives there were forced to 
agree to a new labor contract con­ 
taining a pay increase of nearly 15 per 
cent.

“ Use hoods over stoves and use 
exhaust fans in the kitchen, bath and 
laundry areas,” advises the National 
Bureau of Standards in its “Home 
Energy Tips” bulletin. 
“ Exhaust quantities of heat and 
moisture to the outside during periods 
when these areas of the home are in 
use,” the bulletin says. Such ven­ 
tilation makes any home more com­ 
fortable in any season and eases the 
operating load on air conditioners. 
Reducing excess heat from the attic, 
where temperatures can rise to a 
torrid 135 to 150 degrees, is another 
comfort-improving and energy-saving 
tip from the National Bureau of 
Standards bulletin. It points out that an 
exhaust fan “ can greatly reduce attic 
temperatures and the flow of heat into 
living areas.” 
Vented range hoods, wall and ceiling 
exhaust fans, and powered attic space 
ventilators are certified in air delivery 
performance by the Home Ventilating 
Institute (HVI). 
Using ratings of ventilators which 
bear the HVI label and following HVI 
air change recommendations, one can 
readily and reliably select a model 
which will perform the ventilating task 
according to recognized standards. 
All HVI-certified fans have been 
tested under uniform procedures at 
Texas A & M University which are 
recognized in the Minimum Property 
Standards of the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 
Modern ways of living generate air 
contaminants in greater volume and 
variety than past living patterns. 
Further, modern construction in­ 
creases the need for ventilation, 
because tight construction reduces old­ 
fashioned infiltration and leakage of 
air into the house. 
Many attics lack optimum in­ 
sulation, and even well insulated 
homes 
can 
benefit 
from 
ther­ 
mostatically controlled ventilation 
which turns on and off according to 
need and helps prevent heat buildup.

Excess heat is not the only pollutant 
removed by ventilation. In the kitchen, 
for example, cooking, baking, broiling 
and barbecuing load the room with 
large amounts of airborne grease, 
moisture, smoke and odors in addition 
to heat. 
A freshly decorated or renovated 
kitchen will keep its beauty longer 
when properly ventilated. Stylings and 
finishes of range hoods and exhaust 
fans can contribute their own beauty to 
any decor plan. 
Bathrooms, showers and laundry 
rooms generate heavy fogs of water 
vapor, which can cause discomfort, 
inconvenience, extra load on air 
conditioning, peeling of paint or 
wallpaper, and damage to metals. 
Bath ventilators are styled to 
complement any decor and some also 


provide heat or light or both. 
All room ventilators with the HVI 
label carry sound ratings which enable 
the selection of the level of quietness 
desired. They are rated in easy-to- 
compare “sones” — 3 sones is just half 
the loudness of 6 sones, for example. 
To ventilate by HVI standards, use 
the following formulas to figure CFM 
(cubic feet per minute). For wall or 
ceiling fans, multiply floor area by 2 
for kitchens, 1.07 for baths, 0.8 for 
family, laundry and other rooms. For 
range hoods, use a minimum of 40 
CFM per lineal foot of range against 
wall, 50 CFM per lineal foot for island 
of peninsula; higher ratings are often 
chosen for additional fexibility or 
heavy use. For attics, multiply attic 
floor area by 0.7, plus 15 per cent for 
dark roofs.

Looking To Cut Heat Consumption? 
Here Are Helpful Household Hints 


Homeowners everywhere are find­ 
ing it will cost even more to heat their 
homes this winter, so the search is on 
more seriously than ever before for 
ways to reduce fuel consumption and 
lower fuel bills. 
The 12 most practical ways to cut 
your fuel bills are listed here. 
1. Insulate your home well. It’s the 
most effective thing you can do. With 
adequate insulation, your home will 
require only about 50 per cent as much 
fuel as with no insulation. 
To insulate an existing home, first 
pay attention to the ceiling, where heat 
loss is greatest. You can generally 
insulate the ceiling, where heat loss is 
greatest. You can generally insulate 
the ceiling yourself by laying thick but 
lightweight fiber glass blankets be­ 
tween joists in the attic floor. 
If you already have some insulation, 
you can use an *‘add-on” insulation, 
which is made specifically to bring 
inadequate attic insulation up to 
today’s standards. Consult an in­ 
sulation contractor about insulating 
closed-in ceilings and walls. 
Choose amounts of insulation by 
Resistance numbers, which tell how 
well insulation retards heat flow. In 
new homes, use at least R-19 (6^ in­ 
ches thickness) in ceilings, R-ll (37/a 
inches to 4 inches thickness) in walls. 
Insulation in floors is needed for homes 
built over open crawl spaces. 
2. Use storm windows or insulating 
glass. Double glass resists heat loss 
almost twice as well as single glass. 
3. Use storm doors, keep them 
tightly latched. 
4. Weatherstrip windows and doors 
to keep warm air in, cold air out. 
5. Caulk cracks around the outside of 
window and door frames. 
6. Call in a heating service man to 
clean and adjust the heating burner.

First, dip the mop into warm 
water and wring it out well. Push the 
sponge across the floor, pressing hard 
enough to loosen surface dirt. 
Do one small area at a time, 
wringing out the sponge frequently to 
make sure that the dirt is picked up 
and not redistributed. Let dry. 
No-wax flooring should be washed 
when it begins to look dull with dirt 
buildup that can’t be removed by 
damp-mopping with plain water. It is 
preferable to have one sponge and 
bucket for rinsing. 


A sponge-mop with a nylon scrub­ 
bing pad attached to the front edge is a 
good type to use for washing. Do not 
use steel wool, scouring pads or gritty 
cleansers on a no-wax floor as they can 
mar the surface. 
The general-purpose detergent you 
select should state on the label that it is 
suitable for floors. 
After mixing a cleaning solution 
according to label directions, apply the 
solution with a sponge-mop to a small 
area of the floor. At this point, rest a 
minute and let the detergent action 
loosen the dirt. Then go over the area 
again, pressing firmly to get the 
sponge into the embossed portions of 
the floor surface. Now, take up the 
cleaning solution on the floor with the 
sponge-mop well wrung out. 
Rinse thoroughly with the “ rinse- 
only” sponge-mop and clean with 
warm water. Do not leave any dirty 
water in the embossed areas. 
Directions on some general-purpose 
detergents indicate that rinsing is not 
necessary. This may be true on some 
surfaces, but on floors the leftover 
detergent film is a notorious dirt 
catcher. Rinsing is a very important 
step in keeping no-wax floors shiny.

The environmentalists contend that 
the Pentagon and the Navy illegally 
skirted the law in selecting the site and 
then wrote the required environmental 
impact statement to justify the 
selection. 
They argue the Navy should have 
explored several alternative sites in 
the impact statement and examined 
other weapons systems. 
The Navy argues that it has met the 
requirements of the law in writing the 
six-volume environmental statement. 
The Navy also asserts that national 
security requires that the new sub­ 
marines be put into operation on 
schedule next year. 
Construction is under way on 8,000 
acres of an existing 30-year-old Navy 
base which has been an ammunition 
depot and Polaris missile facility in the 
past.

The ceiling is not as inconspicious as 
one might think. A poor-looking ceiling 
will stick out like a sore thumb, no 
matter how great the rest of the room 
is put together. 
Dropping the ceiling with acoustical 
tiles will give it an even, clean surface 
that will need little or no care. It can 
also help to soundproof the room. And 
ifs an inexpensive method for 
covering cracked, rough or stained 
ceilings yourself! 
The standard method for installation 
on rough, uneven ceilings involves 
nailing up wood furring strips first 
(strips of wood about W ' wide by 3/i” 
thick), then stapling the tiles to these. 
Some remodelers use a new type of 
metal furring. 
Whatever the method, installation is 
fairly easy, and there is a wide variety 
of fashionable tiles on the market to fit 
into any room decor.

Lawrence O'Brien NBA Chief 


NEW YORK (AP) — The National 
Basketball Association has returned to 
the political ranks to pick a new 
commissioner, form er Democratic 
National 
Committee 
Chairman 
lawrence F. O’Brien. 
O’Brien, who also served as Post­ 
m aster General under President 
Lyndon Johnson, has been elected 
unanimously to replace retiring 
Commissioner Walter Kennedy, The 
Associated Press learned Monday. 
The announcement of O’Brien’s 
selection is expected to be made by the 
league Wednesday. 
In Springfield, Mass., where he was 
elected president of the Basketball 
Hall of Fame, Kennedy refused to 
comment Monday night on O’Brien’s 
appointment. 
“The (NBA) selection committee 
told me last Friday that they would 
continue to screen candidates. And 
they meet this week, probably on 
Wednesday,” Kennedy said. 
“Until the selection committee has 
advised me of any agreement for a 
new commissioner, I don’t want to 
comment on speculation ... However, 
this isn’t the first time Larry O’Brien’s 
name has come up.” 
Kennedy, once mayor of Stamford, 
Conn., has been commissioner since 
1963. In 1973, he announced he would 
retire when his contract expires this 
summer, giving the selection com­ 
mission time for a two-year search for 
his replacement. 
O’Brien, 
57, 
is 
a 
native 
of 
Springfield, Mass., and has been ac­ 
tive in Democratic politics and elec­ 
tion campaigns most of his life. He 
directed John F. Kennedy’s Senate 
campaigns in 1952 and 1958 and his 1960 
presidential campaign, after which he 
became Democratic National Com­ 
mittee chairman. 
From 1961 to 1965, he was special 


assistant for congressional relations to 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson, then 
served for three years as Postmaster 
General. 
He became Democratic chairman 
again in 1968, serving until succeeded 
by Jean Westwood in 1972. It was his 
office at the Watergate office building 
in Washington that was the target of 
the Watergate burglars in June 1972. 
Although he graduated from Nor­ 
theastern I^aw School, he has never 
practiced law. But his political and 
legal background are believed to have 
been two of the reasons he was 
selected. The NBA faces an antitrust 
lawsuit by the American Basketball 
Association, and the NBA Players 


Association has a suit against the 
owners challenging the reserve clause. 
O’Brien’s selection means that 
Simon Gourdine, the NBA’s deputy 
commissioner and the highest ranking 
black sports executive in the country, 
was bypassed for the job.

BTUs 
(British Thermal Units). 
Basically, high-efficiency air con­ 
ditioning is a term applied to air 
conditioners which produce more 
cooling per watt of electricity con­ 
sumed than standard air conditioners 
of the same capacity. 


Cooling is also measured in BTUs. 
The ratio of BTUs per watt is called the 
Energy Efficiency Ratio. Air con­ 
ditioners which produce eight or more 
BTUs of cooling per watt are con­ 
sidered to be high-efficiency models. 
These units cost less to operate and 
help conserve power.

Corner Your Imagination 
W ith These Smart Ideas 
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Once you’ve placed your major 
pieces of furniture, what do you do 
with the left-over spaces to make them 
work for you? Most of us find it almost 
impossible to visualize how to make 
effective use of the odd spaces such as 
corners, a technique that professional 
interior designers seem so adept at 
handling. 
One of the devices for making these 
blank spots more functional is turning 
them into areas for specific activities.

The study, published Monday by the 
department’s Economic Research 
Service, also said that the number of 
farms having annual sales of $20,000 or 
more has increased dramatically over 
the years. 


“ For example, in 1960 they were less 
than 10 per cent of the total number of 
farms but accounted for half of all 
product sales, and in 1973 they made 
up only a little over one-third of the 
number but sold nearly 90 per cent of 
the total product sales,” the report 
said. 
Thus, the report showed, in 1973 it 
took only about one million of the 
nation’s 2.8 million farms to provide 
nearly all of the nation’s food and 
fiber. 
“ Farms with $20,000 or over in sales 
in 1960 owned about 36 per cent of the 
total farm assets and made one-half 
the sales,” the report said. “ In 1973, 
they had 71 per cent of the assets and 
sold nearly 90 per cent of farm 
products. Those farms owed 43 per 
cent of total farm debt in 1960 but by 
1973 their proportion had jumped to 77 
per cent.” 
Commenting further on the rising 
proportion of farm debts to assets, the 
report said that farms in the higher 
sales categories — the $20,000 annual 
sales on up — consistently showed a 
growing dependence on borrowed 
capital during the 1960-73 period. 
The report also said the figures 
supported the belief “ that many 
operators of farms in the smaller 
classes are part-time or retired 
farmers with no great incentive to 


expand the scope of their farming 
operations through debt or other 
means. 


Although the report did not include 
net income figures, earlier USDA 
reviews showed that the larger farms 
having $20,000 annual sales or more 
also had the largest profits. In 1973, 
those farms accounted for 83.6 per cent 
of net farm income, according to the 
department.

“work triangle” in plans for an ef­ 
ficient kitchen, according to the 
National Home Improvement Council. 


A truly working kitchen is no ac­ 
cident, but begins with three well- 
planned work centers. 


The sink should be the first of the 
work 
centers 
to 
be 
placed. 
Traditionally, the sink is found under a 
window, but if locating it there puts it 
out of reach of the refrigerator, it can 
be located on an inside wall or island, 
which would make the window space 
available for a dining or seating area. 
The second work area or center is 
the refrigerator. It should be placed so 
the door, or doors, open away from 
counter serving it. 


The cooking area is the third center, 
completing the work triangle. This is 
the path walked as the homemaker 
works in her kitchen. 
Professional kitchen planners advise 
.starting at the center front of the 
sink, measuring to the center front of 
the range, then to the refrigerator and 
back to the sink.

Banner Discovered 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)-A rare 
relic of Ohio’s political past, retrieved 
from a pile of trash, is up for sale to the 
highest bidder, according to the finder. 
W illiam M etcalfe, a Cincinnati 
antique dealer says he discovered the 
135-year-old political marching banner 
over a year ago in a Centerville bam 
and purchased it “ at junk value 
price.” He says it has been appraised 
at $35,000. 
The five foot-by-six foot oil on canvas 
banner was displayed during the 1840 
Whig Party’s gubernatorial con­ 
vention at Dayton where an ap­ 
pearance by presidential candidate 
William Henry Harrison attracted a 
crowd of 100,000, according to Met­ 
calfe.

Audits Bring 
Findings

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The state 
auditor’s office has announced a $3,447 
finding for recovery of funds spent by 
the Trumbull County Law Library 
Association. 


A regular audit of the association 
showed mistakes in disbursing funds to 
county courts, the auditor’s office said 
today. 


The findings included $90 against the 
law library and for the City of Niles 
and $170 against the law library and 
for Trumbull County, both because of 
insufficient refunds. 


They also included three findings in 
favor of Trumbull County, against the 
cities of Newton Falls, $816; Girard, 
$2,269, and Warren, $100. 


The law library handles funds 
collected as fines in criminal cases. 
The audit covered the period from 
June 13, 1970 to Aug. 31, 1972. 
In another audit, the auditor issued a 
finding of $1,792 in favor of the 
Columbus Development Department 
against L. R. Wheeler and his bonding 
company, the Wolverine Insurance Co. 
The auditor said Wheeler paid the 
sum on Jan. 17. It represented 
collections for which no accounting 
had been made, the auditor said. 
The auditor also issued a finding for 
recovery of $32 against Nihla M. 
Davis, clerktreasurer of the Village of 
North Star in Darke County. The 
money allegedly was used for the 
purchase of alcoholic beverages. 
The auditor also criticized officers of 
the Oberlin City School District for 
sloppy bookkeeping, but issued no 
findings for recovery. 
The auditor said the district’s books 
had not been balanced since June, 
1972; that checks were issued without 
funds deposited to cover them, and 
that accounts were comingled.

Another expert, B ill Guthman, a 
m ilitary history antiquary from 
Connecticut, said he inspected Met­ 
calfe’s find and agreed it was “ an 
original political banner. Any flag or 
banner from that period is extremely 
rare because the survival rate was 
very low.” 
Metcalfe said he discovered the 
banner in a pile of junk in a Centerville 
bam and has since researched in depth 
to pinpoint its history. “ It would have 
been thrown out if I hadn’t got 
there,’’he said. 
Metcalfe said he linked the banner to 
the 1840 convention through an article 
in the Dayton Log Cabin.

Ridiculous 
as some of those ex­ 
penditures may sound, they are no 
more illogical than some of the 
giveaways sponsored by the National 
Science Foundation. 
In a period when every American is 
struggling against almost hopeless 
odds to make ends meet, the National 
Science Foundation is spending $45,000 
for a two-year study on the “ population 
ecology and genetics of the red-spotted 
newt.” And they kicked in another 
$25,000 for a study on primate teeth, 
$112,000 to examine the African 
climate during the last Ice Age, $81,000 
to study the social behavior of the 
Alaskan Brown Bear, and $84,000 on 
why people fall in love. All of this after 
spending $15,000 on a study on hit­ 
chhiking. 
In addition, this foundation made a 
rather substantial award to an author 
to write a biography of Isaac Newton.

The federal government just made 
its annual visit to our pocketbook, 
pulling in some $118.9 billion or so in 
individual income taxes. And, now that 
the bureaucrat are flush again, we

giveaways such as the $85,000 study of 
the “ cultural, economic, and social 
impact of rural road construction in 
Poland.” 
Even the federal judicial system 
isn’t immune to the lure of dipping into 
the federal coffers. 
When the Administrative Office of 
the U.S. Courts submitted its annual 
budget request to Congress, included 
in the $347 million total was a $3 million 
item for observance of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - 
A.J. Foyt, who nearly didn’t 
get his race car going fast 
enough to make the starting 
field two years ago, is a solid 
favorite to win his fourth 
Indianapolis 500 this May. 
Practice for the 59th Indy 
classic opens on Saturday, 
and Foyt’s superiority on the 
U.S. Auto Club circuit last 
year and so far this season 
has started his opponents 
hurling 
charges 
that 
everything is to his advan­ 
tage — legal or otherwise. 
Mechanic George Bignotti, 
who accused Foyt last week 
of cheating in qualifying and 
in races themselves, also 
says that tire development 
has clearly given the veteran 
Texan the edge. 
“ George has accused the 
tire people of making a tire 
just for me,” Foyt said. “ But 


George knows that his team 
has done just as much tire 
development as mine.” 
Bignotti, who is crew chief 
for 1973 winner Gordon John- 
cock and for Wally Dallen- 
bach, also prepared Foyt’s 
Indy 500 winners in 1961 and 
1964. 
He said Foyt also has been 
using the fire extinguisher in 
his Coyote racer to hold an 
extra five gallons of fuel, 
above the 40 gallons per­ 
mitted on board. He also 
accused Foyt of using illegal 
nitro-methane added to the 
regular methanol to get the 
most out of his engine in 
qualifying. 
Foyt has denied that he has 
cheated. 
The Houston driver, who 
also won here in 1967, was 
second lowest qualifier in 
1973, but earlier this year 


turned a lap at more than 197 
miles an hour at the nearly 
identical 
Ontario 
Motor 
Speedway in California. 
He says he has a new, 
faster car for the May 25 race 
here. 
The one-lap record at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
is 199.071 m.p.h., set two 
years ago by defending 
champion Johnny Ruther­ 
ford. The record average 
speed for the race is 162.962 
m.p.h. set by 1972 winner 
Mark Donohue in that race. 


Sixty-one cars are entered 
for this year’s race and quali­ 
fications for the 33-car 
starting field will be held on 
May 10-11 and May 17-18. 
Other favorites Include for­ 
mer winners A1 and Bobby

NEW YORK (AP) - ABC 
tonight is airing “Returning 
Home,” a TV remake of “The 
Best Years of Our Lives,” the 
fine 1946 movie about the re­ 
turn of three servicemen to 
civilian life after World War 
II. 
The show definitely is 
worth watching, if only for 
the superb, natural per­ 
formance of an am ateur 
actor, James R. Miller, whom 
ABC says is a former Marine 
who lost both arms in combat 
in Vietnam. 
He plays a Navy enlisted 
man whose arms were shot 
off in a Pacific sea battle. And 
he’s just as brilliant in the 
role as its original occupant, 
Harold Russell, a double 
amputee from World War II. 
Tom Selleck and Dabney 
Coleman also are excellent as 
they recreate the roles of a 
returning Air Corps bom­ 
bardier and an infantry 
sergeant, parts originally 
played by Dana Andrews and 
the late Frederic March. 
Fans of the movie no doubt 
will have a field day picking 
out the major and minor 
changes made for ABC’s 
show, a series pilot. 
Two not-in-the-original big­ 
gies I spotted, both involving 
the bombardier, were: 
—The addition of a black 
former Air Corps pilot as a 
friend who, as a civilian, 
encounters an ugly instance 
of smalltown bigotry. 
—The transformation of the 
bombardier’s blatantly un­ 
faithful, partying wife to a 
possibly unfaithful wife who 
now is a 
hard-working, 
ambitious secretary and 


spends much time at work 
with her boss. 
Other alterations have been 
made, but the 90-minute pro­ 
gram generally follows the 
familiar lines of the movie as 
it traces their return from the 
war to the small town in 
which they all live. 


They meet on a homeward- 
bound flight, then share a cab 
from the airport to their re­ 
spective homes, passing a sa­ 
loon owned by the sailor’s 
uncle. They promise to meet 
here sometime and even­ 
tually do. 


The sailor, whose “hands” 
now are artifical claws, 
worries whether his fiancee 
still loves him, despite his 
condition. She does, but both 
her parents and his are 
visibly uneasy because of his 
artificial arms. 


The infantry sergeant, who 
has a wife and children, is 
perhaps the best off, being re­ 
hired by the bank for which 
he worked before the war and 
made a vice-president at $12,- 
000 annually. 


The bombardier, who had 
no training or education that 
would 
prepare 
him 
for 
civilian life, flounders around 
until forced to take a $32-a- 
week 
clerk’s 
job 
at 
a 
drugstore in which he worked 
before the war. 


That’s the basic situation 
for the three 
returning 
veterans, and viewers who 
weren’t fortunate to see the 
original movie should watch 
this one to see how things turn 
out.

Helms Denies 
Assassinations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former CIA 
Director Rich ard M. Helms h as 
become th e first gov ernment official to 
deny flatly allegations of CIA in­ 
v olv ement in th e assassination of 
foreign leaders. 


Helms, now U.S. ambassador to 
Iran, told reporters Monday th at “as 
far as I know th e CIA was nev er 
responsible for th e assassination of 
any foreign leader.” Both President 
Ford and cu rrent CIA Director Wil­ 
liam E. Colby h av e declined to com­ 
ment on assassination reports. 


Helms’ denial, made in front of 
telev ision news cameras, was cou pled 
with an off-camera tirade against CBS 
newsman Daniel Sch orr, accu sing h im 
of falsely reporting th at th e CIA “was 
going arou nd killing people.” Helms 
called Sch orr a nu mber of obscene 
names and repeated sev eral times th e 
ph rase “Killer Sch orr.”

Helm s Denies 
Assassinations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former CIA 
Director Richard M. Helms has 
become the first government official to 
deny flatly allegations of CIA in­ 
volvement in the assassination of 
foreign leaders. 


Helms, now U.S. ambassador to 
Iran, told reporters Monday that “as 
far as I know the CIA was never 
responsible for the assassination of 
any foreign leader.” Both President 
Ford and current CIA Director Wil­ 
liam E. Colby have declined to com­ 
ment on assassination reports. 


Helms’ denial, made in front of 
television news cameras, was coupled 
with an off-camera tirade against CBS 
newsman Daniel Schorr, accusing him 
of falsely reporting that the CIA “was 
going around killing people.” Helms 
called Schorr a number of obscene 
names and repeated several times the 
phrase “Killer Schorr.”
